AB it has been reported 


that its erection would afreet the insur- 
ance of surrounding uioperty, a UEI'L-U- 
LICAS rejKirter was detailed to investi- 
gate the matter. 
The building adjoins 


an alley on the west, and the low wooden 
buildings to the north are to be removed, 
so that it will be surrounded on all sides 
by a strip of unoccupied land about ten 
feet wide. The building is constructed 
of corrugated iron, the partitioning only 
bi'ing of wood.
